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NOTORIOUS WOLF IS 
KILLED IN OREGON 


Destroyed Horses and Cattle 
for 12 Years. 


Portland, Ore.—The ‘great white 
welf of Sycan marsh in southern Ore- 
gon has been killed and stockmen are 
breathing easier. 

This animal has been feared and 
hated for 12 years and none was able 
to trap or shoot it until Elmer Wil- 
liams, biological survey hunter and 
trapper; went out after it. . Stockmen 
estimate that the creature took toll 
of their cattle, horses and sheep to the 
extent of $15,000, and abeut it has 
grown a collection of stories almost as 
“tall” as those about Paul Bunyan, 
the great western logger. 

Williams’ message to his Portland 
chief, Stanley Jewett, head of the 
predatory animal work of the bio- 
aaa survey in Oregon, was brief 
and te the paint. It said: 

“Sytan wolf killed today. 
male.” 

White Wolf Was Notorious. 

These few words were sufficient be- 
cuuse the white wolf of Sycan marsh 
was the most notorious anima] Oregon 
has ever known. Its great prowess as 
a stock killer and the fact that ft was 
white in coler, made it known all over 
the Northwest. : 

Williams included the word “white” 
in his message because he had had 
many arguments with Jewett over the 
color. Jewett had always scouted the 
idea that it was white. He declared 
that it was probably light in color and 
the residents had embellished their 
stories by calling it white. 

Only three times have white wolves 
been known in the West. One was 
killed in Arizona a number of years 
ago by a forest ranger. Ancther was

wolf is the third. 

This animal was larger than the 
ordinary timber wolf. His tracks were 
about the same size as those of a big 
congar, During his whole eareer he 
hunted alone except. for the ceyetes 
that'€kulked in his rear to feast upon 
his kil, 

He ranged ever a territory extend- 
ing 30 miles in every direction fron 
the Sycan marsh, his home. One night 
he would kill a horse, steer or sheep

of a hound, would be hgard 30 miles 
away the next night, 

The animal. scorned baited and 
scented traps of all kinds, And no 
deadfall or pit could get him until 
Williams got on the trail. Williams 
went to work first in 1925. He spent 
a number of periods of several weeks 
each trying to trap the animal. 

Bobcats Beat Wolf to Trap. 

The wolf used to cross a_ footlog 
over the Sycan river every day or so 
in his rounds and Williams tried many 
times to trap him there, But each 
time the bobcats beat the wolf to the 
trap. Then a freshet carried the log 
away and that chance was gene. 

The biological survey stood a lot of

wolf. Jewett said it was the only anl- 
mal his hunters had been unable to 
get rid of in a “reasonable length of 
time.” 

Now that the white woif is gone, the

MISSOURI RIVER 
IS BOON TO POOR 


High Water Brings Up Plenty 
of Firewood. 


Sioux Falls, S. D.—Although the 


Mfsséari river, during pericds of high | 


water, is famous for the speed with 
which it can “eat up” farms and oth- 
er lands along its course, it is this 
summer doing an act of kindness for 
some of the poor people living in 
towns along that section of the river 
which passes through Seuth Dakota, 
These people are being furnished by 
the big river with an abundance of 
fuel for next winter, and this, in the 
form of driftwood, is being retrieved 
from the swollen waters of the stream 
and carefully conserved for the time 
when South Dakota will have freezing 
temperature next winter. 
Old river men along the “Big 
Muddy” say that not for years has 
the river brought dewn so much drift- 
wood as during the present period of 
high water. The high water is due to 
the melting of unusually heavy snows 
in the mountains of Montana, at the 
head waters of the river. 
The Missouri river has this sum- 
mer, Inundated much bottomland, has 
gone through stands of timber on 
the upper stretches ef the stream, 
and has collected a heavy toll of logs, 
lumber and brush and other material 
suitable for firewood. Some of the 
logs which float near the shore and 
are drawn to the bank by the watch- 
ers along the river are frequently 
from twenty-five te thirty feet long, 
and when cut up make a considerable 
amount of firewood. 
When pulled froin the river the logs 
and other material, including © tree 
stumps, are water soaked, but when 
. 8awed and split and placed in small 
piles they soon dry out and make 
first-class fuel. 

Day after day, at the present time, 
the swollen waters of the river are 
bringing down logs, gnarled stumps, 


wood, and us these come near the 
shore at the various towns along the 
river they are pulled out and piled 
up and preserved for the time ef need 
next winter. 


Montanans Plan to Reopen 
Lewis and Clark Cavern 


Butte, Mont.—Led by the Whitehall 
Chamber of Commerce, a movement is 
under way to obtain federal appropri- 
ations for reopening the Lewis- and 
Clark cavern. 

This cave, with fits stalactite and 
stalagmite formations, about 50 miles 
east of Butte, and 1,200 feet above the 
current of the Jeffersun canyon, was 
accidentally discovered in 1908 by 
hunters, and D. A. Morrison of White- 
hall filed on the site. 
Stairways to a depth of more than 300 
feet, and providéd an entrance lower 
down the hill. Later when the hear- 
ing on patent for the ground came up 
it-was discovered that the site was on 
the Northern Pacific railroad grant 
and the corporation turned it back to 
the government. 

It is proposed to extend a branch 
of the Yellowstone trail to a point 
near the cavern, and install a tourist 
cainp for those who wish to visit the 
cave, 


Birth Rate Drops 


in Cities of Germany 

Berlin. —There appears to be no 
lower limit to the descending birth 
rate of European cities short of 
absolute zero, according to studies 
made by Dr. Warren S. Thompson of 
the Scripps Foundation for Population 
Problems. 

Berlin leads the procession with 
only 11.7 births per thousand people 
in 1925, which exceeded only slightly 
the death rate of 11.4, but the figures 
available for 1926 indicate that the 
death rate may have exceeded the 
birth rate during the last year. 

As a group the large cities of Ger- 
many had a birth rate of only 14.1 in 
1926 and the report for the first month 
of 1927 indicates that for this year it 
will be even lower. 


Hurt Muscle Preaching; 
Asks Accident Insurance 


San Francisco—Jobn Matthews, 
Presbyterian preacher of Glendale, 
Calif., “overpreached” while deliver- 


ing a sermon recently, and as a result 
has applied to the state industrial ac- 
cident cemmission for compensation 
for injury. 

Mr. Matthews declared.,that he 
strained a muscle while gesticulating 
in the delivery of a sermon, necessi- 
tating an operation, He seeks reim- 
bursement for medical expenses and 
loss of time during his recuperation. 

His application is the first made by 
a church employee since the commis- 
sion informed such workers a year 
ago that they were eligible for cem- 
pensation in case of accident.

FOUND IN INDIANA 


Indians Insisted on Survey 
From Shadow of Sun. 


Indianapolis.—When tourists roam- 
ing through southwestern Indiana see 
signs bearing the words, “len O’clock 
Line,” it does not signify,that the cur- 
few zone of, Toonerville has been 
pushed out into the countryside. It 
means simply that 110 years ago the 
Indians were sure the sun would net 
fool them whereas the white man 
might. 

When pioneer surveyors staked out 


the territory acquired through the 


Harrison purchase, the Indians insist- 
ed that the boundary lines be placed 
by projecting the shadow of the sun 
and a staff at ten o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The white man might manipulate 
a rod and compass, but never the sun, 
The land acquired was bounded by 
lines drawn from what now are 
Browntown to Orleans, to Merom, to 
Raccoon ereek in Park county. 
Boundary Retains Name. 

AS a consequence of the aborigines’ 
suspicion, the boundary of this col- 
onial acquisition of what now Is coal 
land and fertile river bottom corn- 
fields came to be known as the “Ten 
O'clock Line.” 

Into the chronicles of contemporary. 
events are crowded many picturesque 
occurrences and historical conclusions, 
such as are found in anonymous docu- 
ments pertaining to early Hoosier sur- 
veys. 

“It is but a flight of the tmagina- 
tion,” says one of these pamphlets be- 
longing to Col. Richard Lieber of the 
state department of conservation, 
“to conclude that the “len O’clock 
Line’ made William Henry Harrison 
President of the United States.” 

Tecumseh Opposed Cession. 

- This reasoning was derived from 
knowledge of ‘Tecumseh's methods 
with his Indian warriors, ‘he chief 
insisted ‘that land was held in com- 
mon by all Indians and that no tn- 
dividual tribe nor small confederation 
had the power to cede tracts of any 
size to the celonists without the con- 
sent of neighboring tribes. 

Acquisition of the Harrison pur- 
chase, 2,900,000 acres, obtained 
throngh a treaty reached at Fort 
Wayne, December 80, 1809, was the 
last straw to this sturdy defender of 
Indlan rights. After continual bick- 
ering, of which the “Ten O'clock Line” 
episode was a memorabie incident, 
Tecumseh incited the Indlans to re- 
sist the pioneering Virginians, and 
the result was the Battle of Tippeca- 
noe. From this came the successful 
political batile cry of “Tippecanoe and 
Tyler, too.”

O GET a mental pieture of 

Tokyo one must hold clearly in 
| mind that Japan’s capital is 

not really a. city but a coilec- 
tion of towns and villages, grown to- 
gether. These settlements preserve 
their entity in the 15 “wards” fre- 
quently mentioned in dispatches re- 
lating events in the city, 

Tokyo has a peculiar sentimental 
tle with our own)\national capital, be- 
cause the Japanese cherry blossom 
trees in Potomac park, in Washing- 
ton, constituted a gift to us, which 
wars recognized by sending to Tokyo 
a consignment of American dogwood 
trees. There they form an annual 
magnet for thousands of Japanese res- 
idents at the time. of their blooming. 

When one sails up the bay of 
Tokyo to Yckohama, and buys a rail- 
road ticket to Tokyo, he senses the 
distinctive group form of Japan’s 
capital, For the ticket reads “Shina- 
gawa,” or “Shinbashi,” not “Tokye.” 

The Imperial palace is in the aristo- 
cratic ward, or “Ku,” known as Ko- 
jimochi-Ku. In this patace, originated 
by Ota Dokwan in 1456, formerly lived 
the Tokugawa Shoguns. This palace 
bears withess to the frequent casual- 
ties of Tokyo; it cften was burned, 
the last time in 1873. It is not ac- 
cessible to the public. A Japanese 
guide-book naively says, “Ordinary 
people are allowed to approach only 
as far as the end of the first bridge 
outside the outer gate.” The palace 
grounds are surrounded by twe moats ; 
the perimeter of the outer one is 
about five miles. In this ward also is 
the central railway station, with 
‘bufldings occupying two acres. One of 
four entrances is reserved for the use 
of the imperial family. 

The Latin quarter of Tokyo Hes In 
Kanda-Ku. Here is the Tokyo Higher 
Commercial school, the first school of 
that kind established by the govern- 
ment when it launched upon a pclicy 
of adopting western business methods. 
Upon the grounds of this school grow 
pine trees which are survivors of the 
grove standing there when the school 
tract was part of the Shogun’s pleas- 
ure park. This ward alse is famous 
for a willew-tree thoroughfare, its 
second-hand clothes stores, and a 
Shinto shrine which dates to the 
Eighth century. 


It Is an “Official” City. 


While each ward retains distinctive 
characteristics of the time when it 
was a separate town, and each has its 
own business section, Tokyo as a 
whole has a distinctive individuality. 
It is an “official” city, and frankly so. 

Official: hours, official guides, official 
guide books and official seasons for 
various sights and scenes are officially 
proclaimed. You come uway with a 
sense of having been officially con- 
ducted through a fairyland of cherry 
bicssoms, of noisy lotus flowers that 
bloom with a detonation, of doll’s 
festivals, of Geisha girl dances. 

The old survives alongside the new. 
The Geisha girl continues to perform 
though the cafeteria has made its ad- 
vent in Tokyo. The Geisha girl is an 
institution hard for the western mind 
to comprehend. Her most comparable 
functionary ‘in the western world was 
the court jester—long since passed 
away. She is a modern prototype of 
the private..entertainers of wealthy 
medieval nobles. She is of a class dif- 
ferent from the women of Japan who 
cling to their semiseclusion amid the 
inroads of modernism; but she is not 


of the type which westerners class 


as the demimonde. » 
Restaurants’ and tea’ houses in 

Tokyo still have their Geisha girls. 

The Japanese b & man, student, 


official, or visiting farmer are the 


patrons. More often it is a party cf 
men friends whom the Geisha girl en- 
tertains with song, dance and -mono- 
logue, and for whom she acts as a 
sort of hostess, - : 
Custom does not fill these restau- 
rants with husbands and wives, men 
and their filancees,-or friends cf op- 
posite sexes, as in America. But the 
‘wish to have members of the other 
sex present Is just as strong in Japan 
as elsewhere. «Hence the Geisha girl. 
Outside the pervading sense of offi- 
cial regulation there is infinite variety 
in Tokyo. Exclusive Kajimachi is very 


different from ‘bourgeoise Kanda. 
Busy, bustling Mihombashi,| with its 
“Broadway” and “Billingsgate” is a 
far cry from Shiba, village of the 
tower gate and giant hill, native res- 
taurants and distinctive dances, 


Easy To Find Your Way Around. 


For the humble traveler by the 
tram, it is exceedingly difficult to get 
lost in Tokyo. Each car bears the 
number of its route and inside, at the 
place where, in America, one would 
see hosiery and washing powder ad- 
vertisements, there is a comprehen- 
sive map cf the city criss-crossed and 
eireled by Hines of many colors cor- 
responding to the numbered routes. 
A knowledge of the language is super- 
fluous. From the guide-book map, or 
better from the free map furnished by 
the Japan Tourist bureau, which 
seeks te make Japanese travel de- 
lightful, one locates the place he seeks 
and the piace where he stands, Then 
it igs a mere matter of matching ntm- 
bers and colors to any spot within the 
circular railway which forms the rim 
of the transportation wheel. 

This idea of placing a map of the 
city in the cars themselves instead 
of on some sequestered wall around 
the station may re the traveler of 
the cultural advaitages of tempting 
pictures of butter and motor cars, but 
it makes it easy to wander from vil- 
lage to village within the city limits 
with the minimum of delay and sign 
language. 

Nihombashi is a principal business 
quarter of the city, although each of 
the wards is more independent, com- 
mercially, than the various sections of 
mest cities. The center of Nihom- 
bashi and of Tokyo, is the bridge 
which in olden times was a measuring 
point for distances to places through: 
out the empire. Formerly it was 
wood; it was rebuilt in 1911 of gran- 
ite. It is the thoroughfare from each 
end of this bridge which popularly is 
knewn as “Broadway.” 

In Nihombashi is the Bank of Japan, 
occupying a building especially de- 
signed to be earthquake-proof. One 
part of the building has three stories 
underground for strong boxes, and 
this part can be flooded as protection 
against fire. In this same section cof 
memlern banks and office buildings is a 
Shinto shrine where charms are dis- 
pensed which are supposed to be ef- 
ficacious in such diverse emergencies 
as shipwreck, child delivery and being 
the victim of a liar. 

“Newspaper Row” is in Kyobashf- 
Ku. Here are practically all the prin- 
cipal journals. Shiba-Ku contains the 
mortuary temples of the Tokugawa 
Shoguns. A concession to fereign vis- 
itors is indicated by the announce- 
ment, “Boots need not be taken off, as 
covers are provided to slip over 
them.” 

In Azahu-Ku fis a Buddhist temple, 
memento of the years befcre Shinto- 
ism took firm hold. Shintoism has 
been kept alive in Japan from the 
dawn 6f the empire. Tokyo, as Japan’s 
capital, became a stronghold of Shin- 
toism because officialdom cf Japan 
support it ardently. 

Three Dangers to the City. 

The introduction of western bulld- 
ings greatly enhanced the danger from 
earthquakes in Tokyo, The fragile 
houses might. be burned and often 
were, but could ‘Iretthaim their occu- 
pants under piles of mortar and 
stone. Fireproof warehouses were 
provided fcr groups of such buildings 
and when the alarm of fire was sound- 
ed the occupants carried off their val- 
uables to thése storage places. 


Tokyo has had three particular ; 


furies of-her own to harry her over 
and over again: pestilence, fire and 
éarthquake. From the close of the 


‘Sixteenth century when the old fish- 


ing village of Yedo blossomed into a 
city at the order of.the ruling Shogun, 
these three have from time to time 
taken heavy toll of life, and the latter 
two, of property. : 

Perhaps the most terrible of the 
many fires that have destroyed great 
blocks of the inflammable houses of 
Tokyo occurred in 1657 when 107,000 
persons are-said to have lost their 
lives In the flames. The number of 
palaces destroyed is placed at 500 
afid the residences of other nobles at 
more than 700, while between ‘800 and 
400 temples were burned, .
